’l‘he Ford building, cast m_modem

fines and embracing open-air. features
permitted by the mild Southern “Cali-
fornia climate, is to be of permanent
construction and is to remain in Bal-
baa Park after the exposition is over.

It wilk be an immense circular
building,  fronted by a high tower,

t on a promontory skmed on

three sides by a déep canyon. The
rear of the building will open on a
balcony which’ will afford visitors a
beautiful view, with the glistening
Pacific in the distance. Over the ter-
raced slopes of the canyon is ‘to be
built one of the most attractive feat-
ures of the Ford ibk—the “Roads
of the Pacific”—reconstructed replicas
of typical roads of the principal coun-
tries fronting on the Pacific Ocean.
 The visitor approaching the build-
ing from the front will see a high
tower, its fluted sides resplendent in
their whiteness; rising from a base
having the appearance of two huge
gear=wheels, laid on their sides, one
within the- other. base_of the
tower is 221 feet above the ocean, and
the tower itself rises 198 feet.

Refusal to renew the license of
the “Cow Shed,” Walteria ‘night
spot in which the stabbing of'
Harry Mack occurred  this week,
was unanimously voted by the
council when it was made-Rnown
that the present license is not
paid up. Over 15 arrests have
been made there ;. by Torrance
police authorities Wwithin the past
month.

Ordinance No. 263, authorizing
the sale of $128,000 of water bonds
as voted in 1930, was amended in
two parts to fulfill state and na-
tional legal requirements. It now
allows for actual sale of the bonds

to the United States government
and authorizes application to the
state superintendent of banks to
certify the bonds as Iegﬁl invest-
ments for banks.

The council went on record wn.h
the California League of Munici-
palities -against =~ Governor Mér-
riam's proposed plan to take away
the city and county power to tax
motor vehicles on the personal
property rolls, and allowing the
state to raise its tax on such
property from 3 to 6 percent.

The city attorney was ‘instructed
by a vote of the council to attend
an impending hearing before the
state railroad commission, con-
sidering the lowering of telephone
rates in Los Angeles. Telephone
company representatives were re-
ported to have predicted that if
rates in Los Angeles city were
lowered, it would be necessary to
increase them in other localities
in order to ‘meet expenses.

Mayor Ludlow went on record
against the action of the hoard of
directors of the Torrance Cham-
ber of Commerce in raising the
salary of L. J. Gilmelster, secre-
tary of the organization, from $175
to $226.  Ludlow sald that he
would be in favor of lowering the
present annual city appropriation
of $6,000 to the commerce body
if the salary raise is ullowed to
stand.

An emergency ordinace was
adopted for the first' reading
authorizing no-parking zones in
front .of residences at Arlington and
Sartori avenues, near the Colum-
bia Steel mill, and also in front
of business establishments on Bor-
der avenue, opposite the National
-Supply Company office. Final
adoption of the ordinance is sched-
uled on February 19.

Possibility of a 14 cent tax-
rate reduction loomed today
for Los Angeles county resi-
dents during the comingyear
of 1935-36 as a result of the
addition of public utilities proper-
ties to the assessment roll, ac-
cording to County Auditor H. A.
